The next day we took another trip 
over the mountains, with about the same 
experience in the ascent as on the pre- 
vious day. These excursions are healthy 
and invigoratipg enough for those who 
can take pleasure in them, bat they are 
mighty rough on cloth and shoe-leather. 
Right here let me say a few words to 
the’ inexperieveed who might be con- 
templating a mountain trip: Be sure 
and take with you your oldest clothes 
and a pair of easy-fitting boots or shoes 
which are unfit for wear at home. In 
addition, take along plenty of provisions 
in such shape that you can make a 
hearty lunch if you sheuld desire to 
make an excursion at Some distance from 
camp, where it would be unhandy to 
cook. A hunting sack is the best thing 
to carry your lunch in, and in which to 
put any specimens of rock, plants or 
flowers you may gather by the way. Don’t 
forget to take the indispensable flask 
of milk—for snake bites. Take along a 
bottle of ammonia, which is very good 
for -all poisonous bites, in case you 
should run out of brandy—that is, of 
milk. One more suggestion. In case 
you should slip in going up or down the 
steep side of a mountain, try and keep 
your feet pointed down hill; going down 
in this position is much more ‘‘comfort- 
able’’ and a great deal more graceful. 
If you should feelinclined to make some 
forcible remarks as to the character of 
the surrounding country, reserve all 
such until you are once more firmly es 
tablished on solid ground; then take 
fifteeu minutes te relieve your. feelings, 
and not mar the pleasure of the rest of 
the party by swearing all the way to 
camp. 

On our return we were unable to visit 
Silverado, but understand that only one 
mine is being worked there—Mr.

Another “Times” Correspond on 


The Magnificent Exposition Building and its. 
Magnificent Contents—A Fairy Scene— 
The Useful and the Ornamental. 


Special Correspondence of the Timzs.] 
DENVER, August 8, 1882.—August 


ver is still in the glow of excitement, 
occasioned by the opening of the 
world’s first National 
tion. 

The Exposition still lacks nnniahtne 
of being perfected in all its details, 
but each day brings it rapidly nearer 
the desired consummation, and each 
day demonstrates more conclusively 
than its predecessor that this occasion 
is destined to afford a more compre- 
hensive exhibition of mineral products 
and appliances than the world has be- 
fore known. 

The Exposition salbdiog lies about 
three miles from the business centcr 
of Denver, and 1s a massive and sub- 
stantial structure of brick and iron, 
measuring 500 feet in length by 360 
fect in width, and costing a quarter of 
a million of dollars. 

A rockery, twenty feet high, cov- 
ered with rare ferns and plants, and 
supporting a fountain whose foamy

The sections m: iking exhibits have each 
surrounded their respective spaces 
with artistically planned pagodas and 
cases, and the architect furnishing the 
designs has so.arranged that each shall 
embody some different style of archi- 
tecture or decoration, so that the beau- 
ty of the whole scene is indescribably 
increased by the variety of wood-work 
and glass-work upholstering 
shown, protecting and embellishing 
the glittering gold and silver, and the 
precious ores beneath. 

This vast nave, with its ore exhibits 
from every section of our country, with 
its native gold and its wire silver, its

-Tomestong, Arizona, Aug. 12, 1882.— 
Leaving Benson about 4 o’clock P. m., 
on the Guaymas branch of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, after con- 
siderable switching to and fro and other 
delays on the road, I finally reached 
Contention, 15 -miles from Benson, in 
about an hour. This is a bustling little 
burg on the banks of the San Pedro 
river, where considerable ore is milled, 
as will be mentioned hereafter. A large, 
comfortable stage is a here to 


convey passengers to Tombstone, a dis- 
tance of ten miles. The inside, on this 
occasion, was occupied by an American, 
an Irishman, three Englishmen, a good- 
looking, vivacious Spanish senorita, and 
the writer. The gentleman seated next 
to the Spanish lady understood suffi- 


cient of her silvery language to 
keep up an_ occasional animated 
conversation with her, culminating 


in a lively banter, evidently referring to 
her absent lover, to which she final: y 
‘*No entiendo nada,”’ 
(**I do not understand what you say.’’) 
Seeing an immense jack-rabbit skipping 
along close by, one of the Englishmen 
remarked: ‘‘What han himmensc han- 
imal! Is it a ‘are?’’ To which the 
American replied: ‘‘No; it is a jack- 
rabbit, some of which weigh overa eed 
dred pounds!” : 

About half way to Tombstone we were 
shown the spot where the cow-boys rob- 
bed the stage passengers about six 
months ago, the statement causing con- 
siderable trepidation in the minds of 
the. Hinglishmen, the writer included. 
The ride was a slow and tedious one, 
over a rough, jagged road, and through a 
sterile, inhospitable-looking country,for 
which Mother Earth, however, has made 
ample amends by bearing to humanity 
untold treasures within her ample bosom. 

Reaching Tombstone about 7:30 p. M., 
amid the glare of the brilliantly illum- 
inated and elegantly fitted-up saloons, 
gambling houses, concert halls, a stream 
of pedestrians, and a throng of people 
awaiting the arrival of the stage, the writ- 
er involuntarily exclaimed, ‘‘Can it be 
possible that this city is but the growth 
of three years?’’ The lights and shades 
of Tombstone life will form an inter- 
esting chapter by themselves, which will 
be mentioned hereafter. 

Tombstone, the county seat of Cachise 
county, named after the celebrated but 
bloodthirsty Apache chief of that name, 
is one of those miniuy towns which oc- 
casionally spring up as if by magic on 
account of the discovery of wonderfully 
rich ore in their vicinity. 

This wonderful prodigy is situated 
about 570 miles southeast of Los An- 
geles, atan altitude of 5000 feet above 
the level of the sea. A little over three 
years ago the site of Tombstone was 
apparently a barren desert—to-day an 
active, energetic aud enterprising popu- 
lation of 6000 people give life and ani- 
mation to its thoroughfares and business 
houses; and it 1s safe to assume also that 
if the present vigorous character of its 
population is sustained, Tombstone will 
step to the front rank of commercial 
cities in the near future, especially with 
its magnificent water supply, and the 
prospective acquisition of im- 
portant railroad connections where- 
by the Northern Sonora and _ sur- 
rounding mining camp trade will. be 
rendered subservient to Tombstone. Its 
future and permanent growth is assured 
beyond doubt, and it bids fair, as: sta- 
tistics will prove, to rival even the me- 
tropolis of the Comstock in its palmiest 
days.
